INFANTICIDE.

Siranales her Child, and Uarrles
B e peay aboartaa Bandle of O Ulothen.

The Chicago Republican of Saturday last has
the fellowing:—

On Thursday morning last, about 5 o'elock,
OMeer Thomas, of the Second district, was ace
cobled by a young woman, who sald she had the
night before arrived In this city from Washing-
ton, Mo,, and being withont friends or money,
wished him to take her where she could remain
till she found employment. The officer took
her to Lls own house, and noticed that day a
large, heavy bundle, which she sald contained
ber ciothes.

The oflicer opened it, and in the centre of a
lot of clothing found the hody of s large and
perfectly developed female infant. The girl
pretended great astonishment at the contents of
the bundle, and said a girl living in the same
house with her at Washingten had done it up
for her. B8he sald she ncver saw the baby
before, and denied that it wes hers. The offi-
cers at once took her In custody, and carrled
her and the child to the police station, where
the Coroner was sent for, and upon his arrival,
digcovered n cord wrapped twice around the
infant's throat, nnd o tightly drawn as to sink
almost out of sight in the flesh.

THE MOTHER

was locked up to awalit the result of the inguest
held yesterday. Bhe 18 seventeen or eighteen
years of age, larige and well formed, and not bad
looking. Her face, however, has no expression
of refinement, and ‘.lel‘ whole appearance is more
animal than intellectual. She €ried while in the
ealaboose night before last, but did not appear
to feel clearly the terrible position In which
ber own act hind placed her, After the Inquest
vesterday ehe gave the name of the father as
William Corder, and staled that he is a miner
working on the Iron Mountain Rallroad; that he
did not promige her marriage, but that she
wanted him arrested in order te make him pay
her expeonses.

Miriam A, Thomas testiied—I live at No, 1212
Linden street; yesterday momming the girl Mary
Reilly came to our house; we were iu need of a
girl and thought we would keep her, if she
suited us; she said she had just come from the
country; ghe was very weak when shie came and
undertook to wash the dishes, but had to give it
up and sit down; ghe walked, however, after-
wards te the house with me, a distance of about
ten squares; this was between 10 o'cloek and
noon; we urloaded the things, and she took my
baby right away. A

er bundle was put upon a box from which I
picked it up to put It Into another box: it
struck me that the bundle was very heavy for
its size, s0 1 |iJui. my hands under it; I tried to
work my hand inte it to find ont what was in it,
and felt something that I suppose was the hair
of the c¢hild; at least T fell the child’s head; I
then ealled my husband and he took the bundle
into snother room while I went into the room
where the girl was; my husbond satisfied him-
self that the bundle contained the body of a
child, went out and called two policemen who
examined the bundle in the kKitchen and then
came in the room where the girl was and began
talking to her; they asked her If it was her
bundle, and she gaid yes, 1 suppose so, 1 have a
bundle in there; they then asked her who did
up the bundle, and she said her mother and a
young girl Hving with her mother; this was all
she said; when they asked her whose baby it
wis, ehe said she did not know anything about
a baby, did mot know there was a baby in the
bundfle, her mother and a girl who stoppud there
did it up: she did not seem to be uneasy about
it, and it was thrown around, put on the wagon,
und taken off again.

The jury then retired, and after deliberation,

VERDICT

The female infant died from the effects of
strangulation by a strip of lHuewn tied around its
neck by some person, and the jury are of the
opinion that one Mary Reilly is the mother of
the child, and caused its death by strangulation
on or about the 25th day of March, 1870,

The girl will probably be sent to the hospital
until gufliciently strong to undergo preliminary
examioation before the courts.

AN OLD HERO.

———

James ®, Campbell-Death of the Last
mulning Prisoner of the Hevolution.

Judee James 8. Campbell died on Wadnesday.
the 224 ult,, at has resldence near the village of
Cherry Valley, Otsego county, New York, at
the advanced age of U7 years. e was in many
respects o remarkable man, belog probably the
last prisoner of the war of the Revolution, and
undoubtedly the only man who met and con-
versed with both the first President, General
Washington, and the last, General Grant, Ho
was born in 1772 on the estate where he died,
where his father was born, which his grand-
father reclalmed from the wilderness on the
first settlement of the country. and which i#
now the residence of his son, the Hon., Willlam
W. Campbeil,

When the massacre of Cherry Valley took
place in 1778, immediately after that of Wyo-
ming, and by the same party of Indians and
Tories, under Brant and Butler, Colonel Samnel
Qampbell, the late Juadge's father, was away
from home with his command in the army, His
family were taken captive: the homestend was
burned; his aged mm.llwr belng unable to keep
up with the pariy on their stormy November
march, was killed, and his wife and children
carried to Fort Niagara. Most of themn were
soom exchanged: but the late Judge, then a
child six years old, was for some
reason retained among the Indians, was
carried off far back into Canada, and begceame
g0 habltuated to the savage life, which he led
for about five years, as 1o forgel his native
wongue. He was finally, after great exertion,
rostored to his family at Quebec; and on the re-
settlement of Cherry Valley, nfter the war, re-
turned to his home, and has resided there ever
ginee. When the war was over, General Wash-
ington rode up the Valley of the Snsguehanna
with a parly of oficers, o view the scene ol
the late maseacre. On bls way he was enter-
tained ot the bouse of Colonel Cumpbell, where
he met the survivors of the bloody attack, amoag
whom was the little rescued prisoner, then
about twelve years old, He manifested much
interest in the story of the boy-ecaptive, con-
versing freely with him abount the curlous expe-
riences he had gone throngh. The old man re-
tained vivid remembraoce of this event, and to
the last month of his life dwelt upon it with
evident pride. When the war of the Rebellion
¢losed, nnd General Grant came to Albany to
participate in the celebration of tie nationnl
victories, the aged Judge happened to be visil-
Ing hir son, Bamnel Campbell, Esq., of Castle-
ton. He went thence to Albany, where he was
Introduced to General Grant.

He had the lutegrity and vigor which geem to
pertain 0 uniformly to those of a Scotch an-
cesiry. He was for fifleen years a Judie of the
vourt of Common Pleas, and alwuys hold o
position of honor and respect in the commu-
nity. He leaves the record of an earnest, hon-
Dra{le, upd sturdlly upright career. Ile was a
man of very modest, sober, aud industrions
character, o cheerful disposition and unpre-
tending plety. He leaves a large family of
ehildren, grandcehlldren, and great-graundchil-
dren, Of his nine £ons and one daughter, all
are living except one son, Henry, Nearly all of
them were professionally edocited. Awmong
them are the Hon. Willlami W. Campbell, the
Rev. Alfred E. Campbell, D. D)., of New York;
Samuel Campbell, Esq., of Castleton; and John
Cumpbell, O. B, of New York. Beveral of his
grandchildren served in the late war, and one of
thom wae breveted a Brigadier-General,

Secretary llobesos on the Oneldn Calnmity.
Special Despatoh to The Evening Telegraphs

Wasmisarox, April 4.—In the answer to a
resolution of the House of Representatives of
the 2d inst., calling for information relative to
the loss of the Oneida, Becrewary Robeson says:
~In the opinion of the Navy Department the
conduct of Mr. Delong and our other civil and
military officers in Japan deserves the highest
commendation.

We are also indebted to the Japancse autho-
rities, and to many of the oflicera and agents of
the other governments then at Yokohama, for
prompt and generous assistanee after the occur-
rence beeame kaown. From an examination of
the evidence in the possession of the depart-
ment, the testimony taken before a court of
inquiry composed of British officers, the evi-
dence of Master Yntes, the officer of the deck
on board the Oneida at the time of the colli-
sion, the accompanying charts, and the analysis
of Licutenant Lyons, it is the opinion of the
department that the Onelda was, when she was
struck. steaming her proper coursge out to sea
from the Bay of Yeddo, bound to the United
States; that the ship was well ecommanded,
and ber dlseipline good, and that all the neces-
gary precautions were takon by her commuander
to ensure the safe navigation of the vessel and
to prevent collision, and the rules of the road
conformed to agreeably Lo the regulations of the
United States Navy, and that no blame s to be
attached to the oflicers or crew of the Oneida
for the collision. It is asserted by the captain
and some of the officers of the Bombay that
that vessel on rounding Kanonsaki point made
the Oneida ahead or alittle on the port bow,
and then hauled up on a eourse which would
have taken her well clear of the American ves-
sel. This assertion is, in the opinion of the de-
partment, inconsistent with the real result of
their evidence when closely examined, and I am
forced to the conclusion, on the evidence now
before us, that the disaster occurred through the
bad navigation of the Bombay,

In answer to the question, “*Whether all pos-
gible means or any means were used to relleve
and rescue the ofticers and men of the sinking
yeseel?” I have to say thut no means appear to
have been used by the captain of the Bombay to
render any assistance whatever to the Onelda,
although it scems inevitable that he should
have had reason to suppose that the damage
done was of a very serious and dangerous cha-
meter. Whatever doubt or difference of opinion
muy naturally exist as to the respousibility for
the actual collision, or as to what was or should
have been done on board of each ship before or
at the moment of contact, there can hardly be
any question in regard to the conduct of the
responsible commander of the Bombay after the
collisien ook place, and on this
subject the department is eonstrained to reply
that it appears to have been the result of & reck-
less disregard for human life and of the com-
men obligations of humanity. The reports re-
celved from eflicial sources generally agres with
regard to the elrcumstances connccted with the
disaster,

The Becretary of State is in receipt of
a very complimentary letter from Secretary
Robeson in relation to the conduct of Mioister
Delong regarding the Onelda disaster, in which
he says:—*1 greatly appreciate the course pur-
gued by Mr, Delong in investizating the subject
of the collision between the Onelda and the
Bombay. To him we are largely indebted for
the result which, in the opinion of the depart-
ment, exonerates the officers and erew of the
Onelda from all blame for the collicion. Mr,
Delong bas proved himself a true American, de-
voted to the Interests of his Government, nnd
properly sensitive in regard to the rights and
reputation of his countrymen. T feel sure that
the relatives and friends of the decensed officers
will fully appreciate his course thronghout, and
this feeling will be shared by every eflicer of the
AT Nuval Appointments.

New Yourk, April 4.—The McFarland trial Is
up to~day, and the anticipations that it wonld
excite most Intense public interest, judging from
present appearances, are likely to be fully real-
jzed. As early us 10 o'clock this morning the cor-
ridors of the Court of Genersl Bessions were
densely crowded by o curious crowd, eager by
gome means to galn admission to the eourt-room.
The throng in the hulls of the Court was very
(ifferently composed from that which is usually
seen there.

After 10 o'clock Captaln MeClosky, of the
Court of General Bessions, arrlved at the Tombs,
where the warden handed over to his custody
the prisoner. McFarland was neatly dressed in
black, his face smoothly shaved, and his gene-
rul demeanor cool and collected.

In custody of MeClosky, MeFarland arrived

at the Court uonrecoguized by the dounse

crowd waltlng (o catch a glimpee of him.
after the arrival of the prisoner he was jolned
by his little son Perey, when they kissed each
other and entered Into conversation,

McFarland then addressed others, and safd he
was prepared to meet the verdiet, whatever it
was, but was confident it wounld be favorable.
He was cool, and in mnch better health than
when confined (our months ngo,

The Court opened at 11 o'clock, Recorder
Hackett and Judee Bedford on the bench.
Messra, Graham, Spencer, and Geary, the pri-
soner's counsel, and Disirict Attorney Garvin,
Agejetant District Attorney Fellows, and Noah
Davis for the prosecution, The case of the
people againgt MeFarland was Immediately
taken up, and Mr. Garvin sald he was ready to
proceed. Mr. Grabham, on the part of the pri-
soner, sngrested the propriety of appolnting
tryers for the jury. The Recorder sald Mr.
Graham and the District Attorney could settle |
that. The Iatter said he had no objection to the
plan.

A condlderable Interval clapsed before the |
work of nominating triers commenced, during
which McFarland conversed with his little boy,
while hig counsel engaged in earnest confer-
ence.

OBITUARY,

Edward Nlles Thayer.

We regret to anuounce the death of the vene-
rable actor, Edward N. Thayer, which took
place at his residence, No. 261 Madison street,
this morning at 3 o'clock. Mr, Thayer was an
old man, and {or several years past he has not
appeared upon the stage, so that to the youngest
of the present generation of playgoers he was
unknown except by reputation. For many
years, however, he was a resident of this city,
and o leading member of the stock companies
of the 0ld Chesnut, the Walnut, and the Arch,
and he was so intimately connected with plea-
gant recollections of the stage of Philadelphia
that the intelligence of his death will oceasion
a general regret.

Mr. Thayer was born in Boston about the year
1797, and he was consequently in his 75d year
at the time of his death. When quite a yonth
he entered the United States navy as a midship-
man. He was on board the frigate Chesapeake
under Commodore Lawrence during the engage-
ment with the British frigate S8hannon in 1813,
and it is sald that he was g0 frightened that he
ram below and hid himself inthe hold during
the action. The rumorof his conduct on this
ocgarion was a [nvorite subject of jest with
these who knew him, but Mr. Thayer always
took the raillery at his want of courage in excel-
lent part, and was willing to treat the matter as a
good joke at his exponse. It should be remern-
bered that at the time he was quite a small boy,
and that nelther then nor afterwards did he pro~
fess to be much of a hero, except in the mimie
world, where hie found both reputation and ap-
plause as the deliveator of warriors fand
lofty-minded patriots. After the war of 1812
hoad ended Mr. Thayer withdrew from the
navy, and for some time devoled himself
to business pursuits, but his predilections were
for the stage, and in 1821 he made his first ap-
pearance ad an actor at the Federal Street The-
atre, Boston, as ‘“Tancred” in Thompson's
tragedy of Tanered and Sigismunda. He
speedlly made his mark as & representative of
light comedy characters, and acquired a loeal
reputation which secured him an engagement
at the ald Chatham Street Theatre, New York ,
then under the management of Barrere. Abont
the year 1852 he came to PhiladelpLia ns a mem-
ber of the stock company of the old Chesnut
Street Theatre, and since then he always held o
prominent position at either the old Chesnut,
the Wanlnut,Jj or the Arch, and he was one of
the bLest-known and most highly-respected of
thie old stock actors of Philahelphia.

In his younger days Mr, Thayer was a favo-
rite representative of the leading light comedy
characters, ‘This, bhowever, wuas before the
recollection of the majority of the playgoers of
the present day, and for many years previous to
his retirement hie was consldered one of the best
and most reliable “‘old men” on the stage. He
and his esteemed wife were prominest members
of the Arch Street Company under the manage-
ment of Wheatley & Drew, Wheatley, anud
Wheatley & Clarke, when that theatre obtained
a celebrity for the production of standard come-
dles such as it never had before or sinee,
About four years ago Mr, Thayer retired
from the stage, principally on accoant of
deafness, which prevented him from attending
to the buslness of the stage o & manner satisfac-
tory te himeelf, and his last appearance in pub-
lic was at & benefit given to him about three
years ago at the Academy of Musle, when he
came before the curtain and made a slhort
speech, thanking the audience for their attend-
aunce. Mr. Thayer was for mauy years a regular
attendant at Grace Church (KEpiscopal), Twelfth
and Cherry streets, of which his widow Is a
member. He was a man of pure and blameless
life, and both as an actor and ns a gentleman he
was in every way worthy of the high esteem ln
which he was held. His love for the profession
to which all the best years of hls llfe were de-
voted never abated, and playgoers were glad to
gee¢ him constantly sittimg before the curtain
at the theatres watching the perforin-
apce with » eritical but appreciative
eye, or to listen to his sage comments and com-
parlsons between the way things are done now
and in the good old days when he was young,
He was also a tolerably regular attendant on the
courts, particularly when any case of interest
wag on trisl, and in (his maungr he was
wont to begulle the enforced lelsare of his

of bumam nature,  Mr. Thayer for some

failing In strength, although
he was aillicted with no particular
dieense. He appears to have simply died of old
age, and this morning he expired in the arms
of his son, peaceably and withont a struggle.
He held a place in the affections of many people
in this city such as none but a favorite and
estoemed actor can hold, and more sincere
gorrow will be felt at his death than if he had
been engaged In nlmost any other pursuit.

A Duel with Rifles at Thirty Paces.

A despatch to the San Francisco Bulletin from
Los Angeles (March 25) says: —

The quict of the past few days was oceasioned
perhaps by the subsiding of the mining excite-
ment, but it gave place this morning to a real
sensation. Al daybreak, just without the cit
limits, a regularly appointed duel was fonght.
The social position of the parties has only
heightened the interest connected with the
affair. The principals were John B. Wilson,

E. Beane, late of the Confederate service, and
premiunently connected with the press of this
city. The fend seems to have urﬁ:lnated In a
Eol'inlcnl dispute, upon Tuusdu{ evening last,

#on, ns the most agerieved, sent the challenge.
George H, Howard ancted as his egecond, and
Major Baldwin as second for Captaln Heane.
